ontrngpously high prices as if it were 
a favor to permit a person to buy 
anythinf theee times at any price. 

"The truth of the mnttcr seems to 
be that tin most staple articles, either 
teztnee or ftu a t tw or aay^ing else, 
there is cnrelessness and profiteering 
or worse all along the line. Labor is 
illiwtiiii iuid mun^iotBMM sktep in 
•very possible way. 

«The clothing people are particu- 
lar offenders. They may -atft be re- 
sponsible for the poorer qaality of 
cloths, but they are responsible for 
poor workmanship on iparmMta. They 
charge the poor quality ol cloths to 
flie mill men and then ezense them- 
gelres for the poor wMfcmanship on 
gaitoeata bgr sayiag bbov is oat of 
hand, and the employer who protests 
against anything is in danger of hav- 
ing a strike or a new donand for in- 
creased pay, so thoy have to Vear the 
ills they meet and try to wait in pa- 
tience for time to adjust conditions. 

"But if yott are a friend, the r ].. th- 
ing maaufaotnrer will tell you lin eou- 
fldence Iw'is having a very profitable 
year, the best in fact of his whole 
hosmesi eareer. Honesty in mann- 
faotpring ^^f^ merchandising seems 
to be at a pronounced discount, more 
of n discount than the dollar is today. 

"Here's something worth while. 
Four hundred thousand women of 
Pennsylvnnifi, mcrnhcrs of orpranizn- 
tions affliUated with the National 
Federation of Women's Clabs, have 
pledped themselves to cnrncst econ- 
omy in household and other expenses 
ia the first three months of the new 
year. 

"Every woman is to keep a detailed 
account of her daily exfMBSes and 
study for every reasnnaWe rodui'tion 
in: sxpeaditures. Every woman will 
strive to conserve! food, fuel and 
clothes and eliminate waste of nin- 
tfrial and good.s and labor. Every 
woman will keep track of every cent 
that is saved. Every woman will in- 
vest every dulliir saved in government 
savings stamps, paying 4.27 per cent, 
interest and report to hsr stato and 
city chiMi-inan as to the savlnpj. 

"That's business. More power to 
those good woBMn,^aad all honor to 
them. 

"If the men of the nation would 
follow sbH SMay of ths IDs from 
which we are suffering would end.
